23. (currently amended) A resonant converter comprising: multiple outputs; and a 
transformer with a primary winding and at least two secondary windings of different 
winding directions, wherein different ratios of a magnitude of output voltage to number 
of turns are provided in respect of associated secondary windings having different 
winding directions wherein the transformer has a first group of secondary windings with 
one or more secondary windings having a first winding direction and a second group of 
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secondary windings with one or more secondary windings having a second winding 
direction, at least two of the secondary windings being electrically connected to one 
another. 

28. (currently amended) A resonant converter comprising: multiple outputs; and a 
transformer with a primary winding and at least two secondary windings of different 
winding directions, wherein different ratios of a magnitude of output voltage to number 
of turns are provided in respect of associated secondary windings having different 
winding directions further comprising a regulating circuit for deriving from each of the 
multiple outputs a measuring signal for regulating an output voltage of the inverter.
